I then
explained to Mr. Mahon why I felt it would set a bad precedent
if the Agency were to reveal publicly a fiduciary relationship
such as the Agency had had with | ] Mr. Mahon agreed 25X1A
with our position, said that we should stand on the letter
already sent to Mr, Celler, and asked me if T had any objection
to his discussing this whole matter with Congressman Ford. I
replied that I thought it would be a big help of us if he were
to do just this. Both Mr. Mahon and Ralph Preston were con-
vinced that any paper we would give to the Subcomittee would
eventually, through some means or other, become public.

Mr. Mahon did not feel that there was much the Subcommittee

could do if we refused to provide information other than the
original reply to Chairman Celler. It was Mr., Mahon's view
that if the matter were taken to the floor of the House, the
Agency had enough friends to handle it.
